Gentlemen, — 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  handing  you  my  Report  for  1908. 
While  doing  so,  please  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  extended  to  me  during  the  year. 

I  propose  following  the  course  adopted  last  year  in  regard  to 
the  order  in  which  each  subject  is  taken  up. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 

The  whole  district,  roughly  speaking,  lies  on  the  coal  mea¬ 
sures. 

Pennant  stone  crops  up  here  and  there  and  is  largely  quarried 
for  various  purposes.  In  Soundwell,  overlying  the  pennant,  a 
bed  of  useful  clay  is  found.  Upon  the  whole  we  have  a  dry 
soil  which  renders  drainage  easy  and  effectual. 
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The  inhabitants  chiefly  belong  to  the  working  class.  The  staple 
industries  are  shoe-making  (in  which  men  and  women  are  engaged), 
mining,  chiefly  of  coal,  tailoring,  stay-making,  stone-quarrying,  brick¬ 
making  and  market  gardening.  There  are  several  large  dairy-farms, 
the  milk  from  which  is  mostly  sold  in  the  neighbouring  districts. 
The  workers  who  are  engaged  in  the  various  factories  work  as  a  rule 
under  better  sanitary  conditions  than  those  who  work  at  home,  any 
sort  of  shed  or  out-house  being  considered  good  enough  for  the  latter. 
The  coal-miners  work  in  well  ventilated  mines  and  do  not  seem  less 
healthy  than  other  members  of  the  community.  Phthisis  is  not 
common,  Emphysema  being  more  or  less  prevalent  amongst  the 
older  generation  of  colliers. 

HOUSE  ACCOMODATION. 

Upon  the  whole  is  good  and  ample.  Some  of  the  very  old  cottages 
might  well  be  done  away  with.  A  few  cases  of  overcrowding  have 
been  attended  to. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

A  drainage  scheme  was  carried  out  in  Mangotsfield  some  years 
ago  and  nearly  the  whole  parish  is  drained  to  Outfall  Works  at 
Moorend  by  a  water  carriage  system.  The  sewers  act  quite 
satisfactorily. 

A  large  number  of  good  class  houses  in  the  district  have  closets 
with  no  flushing  tanks  opening  into  a  back  kitchen  where  very  often 
cooking  is  done  and  food  left  lying  about.  When  the  hand  flushing 
is  neglected,  as  it  very  often  is,  they  constitute  a  grave  danger  to 
health.  The  rest  of  the  district  is  drained  into  cesspools  and  brooks, 
which  when  not  cleaned  out  properly  or  when  the  weather  is  dry 
constitute  a  source  of  danger  to  the  public  health. 

(a) .  Siston  Brook.  This  has  now  been  cleaned  and  widened 

and  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

(b) .  Bitton  Drainage.  Some  septic  tanks  have  been  put  in  and 

this  is  now  satisfactory. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  in 
Mangotsfield.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  the  tenants  remove  the 
refuse. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Council  obtain  properly  covered  carts 
or  at  any  rate  insist  upon  a  sheet  being  used  on  the  carts  now  in  use. 
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LIGHTING. 

In  Mangotsfield  gas  and  oil  lamps  with  incandescent  burners  are 
used.  A  few  lamps  are  ac'ded  each  year. 

FIRE  BRIGADE. 

This  useful  body  of  men  is  now  more  or  less  fully  equipped  find 
did  good  service  during  the  year  at  three  fires  at  least. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Co.  supplies  nearly  the  whole 
district.  Twenty-five  new  connections  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  Other  supplies  are  wells  which  should  aways  have  good 
copings  and  be  kept  free  from  pollution. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Pig-killing  in  back-yards,  etc., 
still  goes  on  causing  more  or  less  of  a  nuisance. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  &  MILKSHOPS. 

These  have  been  periodically  inspected  with  satisfactory  results. 
The  Milk  mostly  goes  direct  from  the  dairy  to  the  consumer.  The 
dairies,  generally  speaking,  are  well  lighted,  well  ventilated,  clean, 
and  have  plenty  of  air  space.  The  water  supply  and  drainage  was- 
satisfactory.  One  or  two  of  the  smaller  dairies  were  advised  to  clean 
up  and  keep  clean. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

Are  mostly  up-to-date  and  contain  the  latest  improvements. 


FACTORIES  &  WORKSHOPS. 

1  here  are  not  many  in  your  district  and  are  generally  well- 
conducted. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  eleven  in  the  district.  They  are  kept  clean  and  are  well 
supplied  with  water,  privy  accommodation,  etc.  One  school  at 
Oldland  Common  had  to  be  closed  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
owing  to  a  severe  outbreak  of  measles. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Sixty-two  ca^es  were  reported  during  the  year.  The  summer 
months  were  exceptionally  free  from  infectious  diseases. 

There  were  25  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  three  deaths  (one  case  died 
at  the  Bristol  Isolation  Hospital),  19  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (of  which 
two  from  the  Cottage  Homes,  Downend,  were  removed  to  the 
Southmead  Workhouse  Hospital),  16  cases  of  Erysipelas,  1  of  Enteric 
Fever  which  was  imported  from  Bristol  and  one  of  Puerperal  Fever 
Avhich  died. 

Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  the  Cadbury  Heath,  Oldland  and 
Soundwell  districts  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  necessitating  the 
closing  of  the  Oldland  Common  School.  There  were  no  deaths 
reported. 

Influenza  as  usual  was  rather  severe  during  the  first  part  of  the 
year.  No  deaths  reported. 

Enteritis.  One  death. 

Diarrhcea.  Three  deaths. 

Mumps.  A  few  cases  but  no  death. 

Whooping-Cough  was  common  during  March  and  April.  Two 
deaths. 

Phthisis.  13  cases  died  during  the  year  and  7  of  other  tubercular 
diseases.

Gentlemen, — 

The  general  depression  in  trade  throughout  this  part  of 
the  country  has  been  particularly  felt  at  Warmley,  and  the  effect 
has  been  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  New  Buildings 
erected  during  the  year. 

The  plans  for  New  Streets  and  Buildings  considered  and 
approved  by  your  Council  number  only  21  for  the  year  against 
52  in  1907. 

The  sewerage  system  in  Mangotsfteld  Parish  has  worked  well 
and  about  \  a  mile  of  new  sewers  have  been  added,  100  yards 
of  which  was  laid  by  the  Council. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  continued  to  give  good 
results  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  in  parts  per 
100,000.

The  Fire  Brigade,  under  the  direction  of  Capt.  Job  Smith, 
has  rendered  efficient  service  at  3  fires,  one  of  which  was  of  a 
serious  nature. 

The  Brook  dividing  the  Urban  District  of  Kings  wood  from 
your  district  has  been  cleansed  at  the  joint  expense  of  both 
Districts,  under  my  supervision,  and  the  result  is  so  far  satis¬ 
factory,  and  upon  the  completion  of  the  Warmley  section  of  the 
Kingswood  Drainage  Scheme,  which  is  now  well  in  hand,  it  is 
hoped  that  this  stream  will  be  entirely  free  from  sewage  pollu¬ 
tion.
